We have had several letters from 
breeders enclosing a report from a pro- 
fessional agricultural service extolling 
the benefits of some of the new breeds 
giving heavier weights. They have asked, 
“Are we wrong in producing the kind of 
cattle we are today?” 

The packer answers that question 
every day on the open markets of this 
country by paying a premium for Angus 
steers. Irvin R. Rinehart, at the sixth 
annual conference, spelled it out in no 
uncertain terms. Here is what he said: 


“How important is this fineness of 
bone and fullness of conformation and 
trimness of outside cover? It is so 


important to us we spend thousands of 
dollars every year seeking out the indi- 
vidual carcasses and lots of cattle which 
have these characteristics, 

“You Angus breeders and feeders have 
something grand in your favor and I 
would say it is the trimness of the breed, 
the fine strong bones, hearty feeders, 
clean desirable finishes, shapely profit- 
able ‘carcass-factories on hoof’ and desir- 
able profit-making characteristics at the 
retail level. I want to say especially, 
don’t spoil your breed by crossing it with 
so-called ‘hottest things on the market,’ 
‘fast finishers’, ‘economy gainers’, be- 
cause from a careass standpoint they 
aren’t so hot. They many times produce

the carcass we stay away from: the kind 
we sort out as not having the trimness, 
fine bones, firm fleshing with honest 
quality which guarantees Mrs, House- 
wife, our customer, the flavor and tender- 
ness she desires and pays for, 


“We repeat, don’t spoil your breed. 


Improve it from within. Promote its 
fine characteristics to the feeder. Help 
the feeder properly build a desirable 


carcass out of your raw material by im- 
proved feeding practices.” 

Mr. Rinehart was telling us it is im- 
portant to keep records and select a 
maximum of the inheritent qualities our 
breed possesses for profitable beef pro- 
duction. 

One sentence by the keynoter, J. C. 
Holbert, kept ringing a bell throughout 
the conference, “Remember there is a 


difference between red meat and lean 
meat.” Kick that one around—it will 
give cause for fruitful thinking, As 


soon as some of the advocates of big 
coarse bone for increased weight come 
to realize and admit there is no substi- 
tute for quality, some fad and fancies 
now being advocated will die the 
vine—where they should.

For some time the Journal staff has 
been giving consideration on 
how to provide lasting recognition to in- 
dividual based directly on their 
ability to produce progeny good enough 
to stand at the top places at the shows 
each year. Contests to determine qual- 
ity are certainly nothing new as every 
show is such a contest—but, how to de- 
termine a score for a winning sire award 
is something else. 

What would it mean to you to be able 
to say, “my herd bull won the ‘Sire of 
the Year Award’,” or to be able to 
say that he had been one of the top 
ten sires of the year nominated for such 
the United States or

Canada? 

The problem of making such an award 
has been how to determine a fair and 
equitable method of scoring the perform- 
ance of any sire as regards his ability 
to produce winning progeny at the 
shows. All shows are not equal in 
strength, depth or quality and to com- 
pare placings at a small county fair 
with winnings at a major event is pos- 
sible only when the shows are classified 
and a variable point system used in ac- 
cumulating the total points. On this 
basis, the Journal is establishing and 
sponsoring a yearly contest to provide 


lasting recognition to the outstanding 
sires each year. 
The Journal’s “Sire of the Year 


Award” gives a sire a point score built 
up by five (5) sons or daughters at a 
maximum of five (5) approved shows in 
a given year. Regardless of how many 
shows you support as an exhibitor the 
total points at your five best shows is 
to determine your sire’s annual 
The 5 shows must be included in 
of the 90 shows designated.

As an exhibitor you may wonder how 
the point system was determined and 
why the events were classified as 5A, 
4A, 3A, 2A and 1A events, with a varia- 
tion in the number of points allowed for 
winning placings in each class at these 
shows. 

As stated before all shows are not 
equal in strength, depth and quality. A 
determining factor in grading the events 


was the total number of Angus ex- 
hibited at each show in 1959 and the 
total premium money scheduled to be 


paid at each event. This classification 
of various events and the point system 
to be used is released at this time fol- 
lowing much consultation with fieldmen, 
judges, exhibitors, college people and by 
running test scores on several herds ex- 
hibited in 1959. 

We will admit that shows differ from 
year to year in strength, depth and 
quality, but since this is to be an annual 
event a review of the 1960 shows may 
well result in re-classification of the in- 
dividual shows for 1961. 

This contest is also designed to en- 
courage more breeders to exhibit at the 
open shows next year. I am sure every 
exhibitor is interested in winning as 
much premium money as possible each 
season, but our Angus exhibitors have 
never collected all the available premium 
money offered. 

According to a survey made by the 
American Angus Association 8,869 An- 
gus shown in 1959 were paid a total of 
$103,681.50 in premium money, BUT— 
the total premium money offered to 
Angus show herds in 1959 was $312,- 
994.00. Our exhibitors collected less 
than one-third of all the money avail- 
able, simply because enough cattle were 
not shown to fill out every class to col-

FUNDAMENTALS OF SELLING 


Can you Apply Industry's rule of 80-20 in classifying 


the Buyers of the Registered Angus you sell annually? 


The "Sale Managers" in Industry recognize 
that approximately 80‘. of their total annual 
sales revenue comes from about 20% of their 
customers. 


In Industry a "Customer" is one 
whose annual purchases 
amounts to 1/2% of the 
total sales. While the 
ratio may be 80/20 or 
70/30 or somewhere in be- 
tween there are few ex- 
ceptions to this ratio. 

Check your Angus sales 
for the past year to see 
if twenty to thirty per- 
cent of your buyers pur- 
chased those animals rep- 
resenting 80% of your to- 
tal sales. If this is the 
case your primary concern will be to properly 
service these Accounts (those buyers who pay 
the most for the animals you sell). 

In planning for a future selling program 
you can classify a list as follows: 

PROSPECT: Anyone you are reasonably sure 
is interested in the kind of cattle you have 
for sale and that you think you can sell to-- 
and collect from. 

BUYER: Anyone to whom you have made an ini- 
tial sale and you feel can be developed intoa 
repeat buyer. 

ACCOUNT: The repeat buyer whose actual 
purchases represent the better-profit sales 
you make each year. 

Throughout Industry the sale managers know 
there is a constant turnover in their cus- 
tomers. This is just as true in merchandising 
Angus cattle and if you don't think so check 
your list of buyers last year and five years 
ago and compare the list with your buyers for 
the current year. 


Whenever a large percentage of your total 
sales dollar revenue comes from a relatively 
few buyers (and this is the case as regards 
most registered Angus operations) the situa- 
tion calls for attention. Certainly you 
should not refuse to do more business with 
your top accounts, but by the same token you 
Should not neglect the vital need to develop 
other accounts to replace the customers you 
will inevitably lose.

Larger profits are your goal, but since 
your annual sales are limited to the number of 
cattle you will have to offer, it may be that 
you need more of the better-profit sales to 
replace some of the low-profit sales you have 
made in the past. 

Merchandising Angus cattle is a constant 
problem with our breeders. How many times 
have you sold an animal at private treaty for 
less money than you thought it was worth? A 
quick low-profit sale was made because of un- 
willingness to wait for another buyer who 
might pay more. You may have justified sucha 
sale by thinking you were developing a repeat 
buyer, but--did you need a repeat buyer rep- 
resenting another low-profit sale or should 
you have worked to make a better-profit sale 
at a later date? 

If you have been selling animals privately 
at prices lower than you thought they were 
worth you need to attract a different class of 
buyer for your cattle. Buyers seeking qual- 
ity and willing to pay for value received. 

In the Journal office we check the lists of 
buyers at public auctions and we find that the 
Top Buyers of Angus breeding stock are Sub- 
scribers to the Aberdeen-Angus Journal and in 
many instances are regular advertisers. The 
buyers purchasing those animals selling at 
above average prices are Journal subscribers 
and each year 80“ or more of the total dollars 
invested in Angus breeding cattle sold at 
auction comes directly from Journal readers.

ON ANGUS 
TRAILS 


These are the days of fried chicken, 
potato salad—and Field Days.

Two speakers 
on the program 

a cattle feeder 
and a cattle buy- 
er presented 
two aspects of 
the Angus busi- 
ness that were interesting. The cattle 
feeder held that more Angus steers 
marketed in the choice category would 
mean more money for the feeder and 
more demand for Angus beef — that 
the market for prime Angus beef was 
fading. The packer buyer went along 
with only part of this contention. He 
pointed out that the market for prime 
Angus always has been limited but 
that more people today are eating out 
than ever before — and are eating 
prime Angus. So this market is not a 
thing of the past, in his opinion. 


What the future holds for commer- 
cial cattle and feeder calves is the $64 
question. The range country, barring 
spots in Texas and elsewhere, has ex- 
cellent grass. In much of the mid-west 
planting of corn has been the latest in 
many years. The race between the 
late corn and frost can make several 
dollars per hundred difference in 
feeder cattle prices this fall. 


An old adage that is dying a slow 
death is “if a little is good more is 
better.” With many of the new chem- 
ical farm aids following this advice 
means only trouble. One instance is in 
the case of weed killing chemicals. 
Too heavy a dosage, wind drift, too 
high pressure can cause as much trou- 
ble as no treatment at all. Another is 
the hormones used by steer feeders. 
Range men are getting smart to the 
added weight story and are using im- 
plants in the ear; the feeder takes the 
calves and gives them an extra shove 
with hormones in the feed. The result 
can be something rather grotesque in 
the bovine world. 
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We heard a packer buyer side-step 
the hormone question rather neatly 
the other day when asked by a cattle- 
man if he discriminated against hor- 
mone-fed cattle. “If they look too 
slick, are high in the tail head or too 
hippy, | just don’t bid on them. | 
don’t discriminate against them.” 


Last month's item about trouble this 
spring with Angus cows calving 
brings a letter from the veteran 
George Porteous in Maryland on this 
subject. Some years ago he turned 
out on pasture a bred, fat show heifer 
to “cool her out.” The pasture hap- 
pened to be largely alfalfa. The re- 
sult was a calf so large that both the 
heifer and the calf were lost. George 
believes this was due to the heavy 
protein percentage of the alfalfa. 
However, he points out that a heavy 
boned sire will always be a factor 
in heifers having calving trouble, es- 
pecially if they are carrying quite a bit 
of condition. 


The veteran cattleman also brings 
ut some ideas on “bone” and “early 
maturity” that are worth keeping in 
mind. “Heavy bone is not inherent 
in Angus cattle. Early writers lauded 
the Angus for their high quality of 
bone and the unsurpassed fine grain 
of their well marbled lean meat.” 

The Maryland Angus man con- 
tinues: “Weight for age, on the aver- 
age, is about the same for all breeds 
in their younger cattle. Well fed bull 
calves will weigh 1,000 pounds at 12 
months of age and 1200 pounds at 15 
months. Of course, Herefords and 
Shorthorns will mature to heavier 
weights than Angus. But who needs 
that? 

“Weight alone is not early maturity 
and size alone is not early maturity. 
We want the finished product 
wrapped up in one parcel at a live 
weight of 1,050 or 1,100 pounds, or 
whatever the trade calls for.” 


The cost of producing beef calves 
under good management conditions 
in the corn belt is “very competitive” 
with western range production costs, 
lowa State University figures show. 
At Ames the average cost of winter- 
ing 52 beef cows was $31.28 per 
head. On a 365 day basis weaned 
weights of calves on bluegrass was 
$14.07 per cwt. and on bromegrass- 
alfalfa was $14.81 per cwt. Dry-lot 
calves, on the other hand, figured at 
$24.54 per cwt.

Further downward pressure was ap- 
plied to the fat steer market in Chicago 
during the May period. This lower price 
trend was even more apparent going 
into the first week of June. 

A combination of increased marketings, 
at times it was the case of bunching fat 
steers, and lower prices for the various 
cuts of beef in wholesale channels both 
in the Midwest and along the Eastern 
seaboard, led to lower live prices. 

One feature that persisted throughout 
May was the small percentage of prime 
steers in the run. During some weekly 
periods prime steers made up less than 
four per cent of the week’s total supply. 
As only limited numbers of old-crop long- 
feds were included in the run, the first 
three weeks included numerous loads of 
new-crop offerings. At first the quality 
left much to be desired, but gradually 
showed improvement as the sessions 
rolled by. Just before the close and 
including the first week in June, the 
bulge in cattle numbers brought out 
better quality. Prime steers continued 
searce, but the crop included a larger 
percentage of average to high choice 
steers. 

Packer buyers reported that a goodly 
portion of new-crop cattle late in the 
period carried sufficient fat and finish 
to put the steers well up in the choice 
grade. Numerous loads also carried a 
small percent of prime. 

Cattle finishers in the Midwest and 
West stepped up marketings in May. 
Chicago receipts totaled approximately 
190,000 head of steers and yearlings as 
compared with the previous month’s 
total of 152,700. The May supply proved 
the biggest for any month thus far this 
year. 

Buyers on the Chicago market paid 
an average price of $26.75 for all steers, 
off 50¢ from the April average. This 
same period a year ago saw all steers 
and yearlings sell at an average rate of 
$28.90. It was this same time a year 
ago that the fat steers market went into 
a sharp decline, 

A top of $33.50 equaled the previous 
month’s high, but was paid very 
sparingly. Only one load brought the 
price and it was paid for a shipment of 
Illinois-fed Angus steers that averaged 
1372 pounds. They were purchased by 
Cross Bros. of Philadelphia and dressed 
out 66 per cent in the East. 

Just before the close prime steers 
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dropped down to $32.25, despite the fact 
that this particular class made up only 
a small per cent of the total receipts. 
The first week in June, a load of 1264 
pound prime Angus steers topped at 
$31.50, while scattered loads of other 
prime steers sold from $29.00 to $30.00, 
the latter price paid rather sparingly. 

One week in May in which fat steers 
fell under considerable pressure was the 
Memorial Holiday week. It was coupled 
with two non-kosher holidays that limited 
slaughter to just two days in most pack- 
ing plants. This feature resulted in very 
narrow demand by eastern packers, 
particularly on the better grade steers 
weighing upwards from 1100 pounds. 

In the four weeks, prime and mixed 
choice and prime steers averaging 1050 
to 1350 pounds sold from $28.75 to $31.50. 
The bulk of the high choice and prime 
steers moved into killer channels at 
prices ranging from $27.25 to $29.50. 

Feature sales included a 115 head 
string of mostly prime Angus steers that 
averaged 1240 pounds and sold for eastern 
shipment at $32.25. Another 60-head 
string of Blacks averaging 1350 pounds 
and grading prime, sold at $32.00. The 
top on prime 1000 lb. yearlings also went 
to Angus at $29.50, 

The bulk of the choice steers sold 
from. $25.75 to $28.25, with some 1600 
and 1625 pound offerings cashing at 
$26.00 and $26.75 respectively. Most good 
grades sold from $23.00 to $26.00, while 
standards moved from $21.00 to $22.50. 
There was a noticeable increase in the 
number of mixed standard to good 
quality 1000 to 1350 pound Holstein 
steers, This particular class bulked from 
$21.00 to $22.50, 


Slaughter heifers followed the same 
price pattern as steers, The quality was 
only fair throughout the month of May, 
with prime limited to just a few odd 
loadlots. The top on prime heifers 
opened at $29.00, but hovered around the 
$28.00 market at the close. 

Good and choice grade heifers made up 
the bulk of the class, with the price 
ranging from $24.25 to $27.00. Also 
800 to 900 pound weights dominated. 


The increase in fat steer receipts was 
reflected in the boost of butchered cattle 
during the first two weeks in May, In- 
spected packers at the major centers 
butchered 312,426, the largest numbers 
since last January. The two-week’s 
total was also 8.7 per cent above the 
287,000 butchered in the same weeks a 
year ago. 

Only fair country interest prevailed 
for stockers and feeders, The slight dip 
in replacement prices again was due to 
cutbacks in fat steer prices. The de- 
mand eased as the weeks passed. Too, 
most of the spring needs have been 
taken care of. 

A late release indicated that April 
shipments of stocker and feeder cattle 
and calves into eight midwestern states 
dropped 38 per cent below 1959, but 
were about equal with 1958. Shipments 
declined 16 per cent from a year ago for 
the period of January through April, 
but they were still 5 per cent above two 
years ago, Nebraska fell one-third in 
shipments. Iowa and Illinois shipments 
also fell off fractionally. Indiana, that 
accounts for only a small part of the 
total, reversed the pattern with a 60 per 
cent jump during the period,

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MAPLEWOOD ANGUS HERD 

Site of the 1960 Wisconsin Angus As- 
sociation picnic-field day is Maplewood 
Farm, Johnson Creek, owned by Rex and 
Leona Draheim. Rex is president of the 
Wisconsin Angus Association. The rea- 
son for the name “Maplewood” is ap- 
parent from a drive around part of the 
370 acres. A large hill is covered with 
beautiful maple trees. 

Hundreds of the virgin-timber logs 
have been exported to England. A few 
of the trees have not been for sale at 
any price. At present, forestry man- 
agement is being practiced, along with 
some reforestation. The best maple area 
has been fenced off to protect new 
growth from livestock browsing. Old 
evidence of sap collection has been 
found. In the fall, the maplewood colors 
are gorgeous. 

Rex and Leona Draheim are Wiscon- 
sin natives. At eleven years of age, 
Rex was gaining experience in feeding 
beef cattle of various breeds. His father 
was then a cheesemaker. The family 
lived for a time in Kentucky where 
there cheese making interests helped to 
promote dairying in that area. 

Being in the Kentucky horse country, 
Rex did some riding and jockeying, and 
still is interested in horses. Although 
specializing in the dairy business, Rex 
was attracted by beef cattle that were 
brought into town for market, particu- 
larly the sleek Angus. 

Rex has built up a large business in 
Watertown in Firestone products. He 
divides his time between Firestone and 
Angus. His son-in-law is taking over 
increasing management at the store. 

In a predominantly dairy section of 
Wisconsin, the Draheims have aroused 
and fostered interest in Angus beef- 
raising by youngsters and other begin- 
ners. Their influence has resulted in 
some conversion to beef production, and 
other participation by part-time farmers. 

The first registered Angus cow was a 
Juana Erica bought in 1950 at the Wood- 
barr dispersal. The first herd sire used 
was Pioneer 7th E, a Pride of Aberdeen 
son of Wintonier 4th, the 1941 Interna- 
tional grand champion. Additional 
breeding females have been bought from 
Tolan, Wilton, Penney and James, Fish- 

back, Raona, Anoka, Bethel, Great Oaks 
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and others. In 1954, the purchase of the 
Bonness herd established the Draheim 
herd as one of the largest in Wisconsin, 
with a lot of excellent cattle. 

There are about 225 head of registered 
Angus cattle at Maplewood, including 
the 90 brood cows. Heading the herd is 
Eileenmere 1612, whose full brother sold 
for $20,000. The “1612” is the only 
of Eileenmere 1100 known to be 


son 
heading a Wisconsin herd. 
When Draheims went to the Tolan 


sale to buy a bull, they chose the “1612”, 
but to be on the safe side in case he 
didn’t fall to their bid, earlier in the 
sale they bought a daughter of Mr. 
Eileenmere bred to the “1100th,” from 
which to raise a herd sire. She produced 
them a second son of the “1100th,” as 
planned. 

Great Oaks Bardoliermere 34th was 
used in the herd for some time, and a 
two-thirds interest consigned to the 
1960 Wisconsin State Sale.

Mr. D. Howard Doane, Chairman of 
the Board, Doane Agricultural Service, 
St. Louis, Missouri—one of the all-time 
greats in American § agriculture—has 
more “firsts” to his credit than most 
of us have “lasts.” He pioneered the 
first farm management service in the 
United States; he authored a book on 
Vertical Farm Diversification before 
most people had heard the term; and, 
in recent years, he has challenged beef

New X-Ray Unit For Detection Of 


Dwarfism Factor In Young Calves 


Penn State University has embarked 
on a research project into the use of 
X-ray equipment to eliminate dwarf 
strains from breeding stock and to assure 
higher beef production. The X-ray re- 
search project at Penn State is under 
the direction of Dr. Russell C. Miller, 
head of the department of animal hus- 
bandry. Field research will be conducted 
at several locations. 

At Falklands Farms at Schellsburg, 
Pa., one of the East’s largest breeders of 
registered beef cattle, the first calves 
of the 300 expected this year have been 
X-rayed with equipment built for the 
purpose by the Westinghouse Electric 
X-ray division at Balti- 
Leon Falk, Jr., owner of the 
1700-acre farm stocked with some 700 
Polled Herefords, one of the first 
breeders to use the X-ray technique. The 
calves, all under 10 days old, were X- 
rayed to detect any compression in the 
last four five thoracic vertebrae— 
located at the base of the spine. Com- 
pression and irregular profiles revealed 
in these five vertebrae indicate the calf 
will be a dwarf or a dwarf gene carrier. 

Two members of the Falklands Farms’ 
staff have been trained to operate the 
X-ray equipment which includes an 85- 
kilovolt, 15-milliampere X-ray unit and 
stand and three cassettes with microline 
grids. The radiographs are sent to 
Penn State for checking and those that 
are difficult to diagnose probably will 
be referred to lowa State for a further 
reading. 

With three legs tied, the calf is placed 
on the X-ray table and held by an at- 
tendant while the exposure is made. The 
attendant is protected by an apron, 
gloves, and a flexible protective shield 
extending from the X-ray tube head to 
below the table top. The tube is op- 
erated by a control panel at the opposite 
end of the room. All X-ray protection 
is in excess of that declared adequate by

All of which causes the-Old Skeptic 
to opine that there are few farms, re- 
gardless of the value of the land, 
where a good Angus cow herd, eco- 
nomically managed, is not a good 
investment as a market place for corn 
stalks and other unsaleable roughages. 
“You may not make a killing like you 
do some years with steers,” he mut- 
tered as he supervised the unmiring 
of a tractor and four-row cultivator 
from a low spot in what was sup- 
posed to be a corn field, “but the 
banker isn’t going to get the gravy 
those other years. That old Black 
cow doesn’t know a thing about in- 
terest rates and amortization. All she 
knows is simple addition and multi- 
plication.”

consistently striving to produce a supe- 
rior beef animal. Today they have ad- 
ditional tools for individual selection 
which as Mr. Rinehart stated should 

assist to “improve from within.” 

Some farm management groups do not 
seem to realize that beef breed record- 
ing associations recognize their obli- 
gation to the commercial producers of 
this country. They do! Their programs 
are geared to meet that demand. Each 
breed has had its ful] share of “fad and 
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fancy,” they have all lived through those 
eras and are today producing the best 
beef animals this world has ever known. 

The directors of our breed have been 
progressive in their thinking and plan- 
ning. Those advocating size, gainability 
and weight regardless of quality may 
hold promise for a “fast buck.” For the 
“most bucks” most of the time we urge 
our breeders to stay with Angus type 
and quality—and “improve within.”

Well-kept farm buildings make for a 
heap of living! Manure piles and un- 
sightly objects should not be visible from 
the main highway or house; shrubbery 
and trees should be planted to screen 
unsightly objects and to add to the gen- 
eral attractiveness of the premises; 
fences and buildings should be repaired 
and painted regularly; weeds should be 
cut; gates should be closed; and yards, 
driveways, and corrals should be kept 
free of rubbish, old wire, scattered farm 
machinery, ete. Nothing succeeds like 
success itself; an attractive farmstead 
is the trademark of a successful farm. 


CLEAN AND DISINFECT BARNS: 
KEEP IDLE 

Now is the time to observe the fol 
lowing rule: All barns should be emptied 
of animals for a minimum period of one 
month each year; thus permitting 
thorough cleaning, disinfecting, and dry- 
ing out. 


. 
Under 


ordinary conditions, 


proper 


cleaning of barns removes most of the 
microorganisms, along with the filth, 
thus eliminating the necessity of disin- 
fection. In case of a disease outbreak, 
however, the premises must be disin- 
fected. 

Effective disinfection depends on five 
things: 

1. Thorough cleaning before applica- 
tion. 

2. The phenol coefficient of the dis- 
infectant, which indicates the killing 
strength of a disinfectant as compared 
to phenol (carbolic acid). It is deter- 
mined by a standard laboratory test in 
which the typhoid fever germ often is 
used as the test organism. 

3. The dilution at which the disinfec- 
tant is used.

tants are much more effective if applied 
hot.

5h. Thoroughness of application, and 
time of exposure. 

Disinfection must in all cases be pre- 
ceded by a very thorough cleaning, for 
organic matter serves to protect disease 
germs and otherwise interferes with the 


activity of the disinfecting agent. 

Sunlight possesses disinfecting pro- 
perties, but it is variable and superficial 
in its action. Heat and some of the 
chemical disinfectants are more effec- 
tive. 


The application of heat by steam, by 
hot water, by burning, or by boiling is 
an effective method of disinfection. In 
many cases, however, it may not be 
practical to use heat. 


In choosing a chemical disinfectant, 
it should be realized that not all disease- 
producing bacteria are susceptible to 
the same chemical agents. The following 
table gives a summary of the limita- 
tions, usefulness and strength of some 
common disinfectants.

Look Out For Nitrate Poisoning 

Nitrate poisoning was first known in 
the U. S. in 1927 when it was called “oat 
hay poisoning.” It has since been dis- 
covered that wheat, corn, barley, sor- 
ghums of all types, many pasture grass- 
es, and several common weeds also have 
a tendency to store nitrate under drouth 
conditions. These plants may remain 
dangerous even after they have been 
made into hay or silage. 

Although called “nitrate” poisoning, 
the nitrates are relatively non-poisonous 
when compared with nitrities and it is 
actually the reduction of nitrates to ni- 
trites that causes trouble. The nitrites are 
easily absorbed from the digestive tract, 
and combine with the hemoglobin of the 
blood to form methemoglobin. This com- 
pound interferes with the oxygen-carry- 
ing capacity of the blood so that cattle 
may suffocate while showing symptoms 
much like those of prussie acid poisoning 
or corn stalk poisoning. 

It is well known that some plants con 
tain a substance which under certain con 
ditions is able to reduce nitrates to ni 
trites. This fact may explain some mys 
terious cases where previously harmless 
forages suddenly became poisonous. Ex

periments have shown that even a pala- 
table and good quality oat hay that is 
moistened with rain or snow and then ex- 
posed to air may contain dangerous 
amounts of nitrites within a short time. 
The change from nitrates to nitrites re- 
quires about a day after forage has been 
wetted. Poisoning following such wetting 
is only possible when the forage already 
contains a considerable amount of ni- 
trate, of course. 

When animals are severely poisoned, 
the symptoms are those of suffocation, 
including panting, staggering, and froth- 
ing at the mouth. Animals may urinate 
frequently, bloat, kick at the belly, or die 
suddenly. In milder cases no such symp- 
toms may appear at all, Instead, trouble 
is indicated by such things as the abor- 
tion of dead, full-term calves, or de- 
creased milk production and loss of 
weight. Many animals showing these 
mild symptoms will have a history of 
sore feet, lameness, and spells of being 
off feed suggestive of hardware trouble. 
It has also been reported that rations con- 
taining more than 1.5 per cent of nitrate 
will often cause breeding troubles. 

Although a definite diagnosis is often 
hard to make when only the symptoms 
are considered, certain characteristics of 
blood may help to tell nitrate poisoning 
from prussic acid poisoning and corn 
stalk poisoning, two ailments which 
greatly resemble it. 

Nitrate—Fresh blood has a chocolate- 
brown color. 

Prussic Acid—Fresh blood has a pe- 
culiar cherry-red color. 

Corn Stalk — Heating a blood sample 
until it clots and then letting it cool will 
cause it to turn a bright pink color. 

The success of treatment is largely de- 
pendent on the amount of poisonous ma- 
terial eaten, but the intravenous injection 
of methylene blue will help if anything 
will. As an alternative, methylene blue 
tablets or sodium thiosulfate preparations 
may be given orally. Doses of mineral oil 
may help to counteract the caustic action 
of nitrate salts, and drenching with vine- 
gar has a chance of proving beneficial. 
In the case of wild range animals, quiet 
and rest will probably do more good than 
treatment of any kind which is pretty 
sure to frighten and upset the animals. 

Prevention is entirely a matter of keep- 
ing dangerous feeds away from cattle. 
With this in mind, there will be times 
when it will be desirable to check certain 
plants for evidence of poisonous qualities. 
Testing materials are available through 
veterinarians, either in the form of 
tablets or solutions. 

If nitrate is present, a blue color de- 
velops when the reagent comes in con- 
tact with the test material. The depth of 
color and the speed of a reaction helps to 
indicate the amount of nitrate that is 
present.

Dr. DeGraff Predicts 
Sharp Gain in Beef Use 


Dr. Herrell DeGraff, the nation’s 
leading food economist, sees national beef 
production increasing 150 per cent in the 
next 10 years, if the beef industry meets 
one “if”. That “if” is increased produc- 
tion of beef combining both leanness and 
tenderness. His 150 per cent increase is 
based on the average beef consumption 
of the past two decades, 


Dr. DeGraff, Babcock professor of 
food economics at Cornell University, 
Ithaca, N. Y., addressed the 63rd annual 
convention of the American National 
Cattlemen’s Association, January 23 in 
Dallas, predicted a per capita beef con- 
sumption by 1970 of nearly 100 pounds. 
Average consumption per person for the 
1937-1958 period was about 66 pounds, 
although it has exceeded 80 pounds each 
year since 19538. 


However, Prof. DeGraff, special re- 
search director of the association’s fact- 
finding committee, said that the increase 
would come only if the “entire industry, 
from the rancher to the retailer, works 
to continue cattle 
breeding and feeding and in processing 


of beef.” 


improvements — in 


Dr. DeGraff pointed out that the na- 
ture of the beef supply has changed in 
recent years to more nearly meet con- 
sumer preference. The lower end of the 
quality seale has been removed from 
the block-beef supply through the in- 
creased use of it in hamburger and 
sausage items. 


He said that the upper end of the 
quality scale is more uniform now be- 
cause of the slaughter of generally 
younger cattle at medium weights and 
because of the predominance of fed 
cattle. 


“Nothing else can be done that would 
please consumers more than to produce 
an end product of more uniform ten- 
derness and with the tenderness com- 
bined with leanness,” Prof. DeGraff said. 


Also speaking in Dallas a well known 
authority on food and nutrition charged 
that “the activities of food faddists in 
the United States today could well be 
compared with the payola and television 
quiz scandals in the field of public de- 
ception.” 


Carl F. Neumann, Chicago, secretary- 
general manager and director of re- 
search of the National Live Stock and 
Meat Board, stated: “Food faddism has 
a much more direct effect on the Ameri- 
can public than do scandals in the en- 


tertainment arena. The people who are 
victimized by the Food Faddists have 
their own health at stake to say nothing 
of the money they lose in the purchase 
of products of questionable value.” 


The Meat Board is the non-profit serv- 
ice organization of the livestock and 
meat industry. As part of its educa- 
tional program the Board provides 
grants-in-aid to medical colleges, univer- 
sities and hospitals for research, particu- 
larly on the subject of diet and nutrition. 


Mr, Neumann who is in Dallas and 
Fort Worth this week in connection with 
the American National Cattlemen’s Con- 
vention and the Southwestern Live Stock 
Exposition said, “We spend in this coun- 
try upward of $500 million annually for 
dubious kinds of dietary supplements, 
concentrates, pills and capsules claimed 


,” 


to be ‘cure alls’. 


“This phobia for supplements, pills 
and fad foods is one of the ironies of 
our time when you consider that agri- 
culture and the food industry in this 
country make available ample amounts 
of all of the foods which provide the 
necessary nutrients for good health as 
recommended by the Food and Nutrition 
Board of the National Research Council,” 
Mr. Neumann said. “In our own phase 
of the industry, we can say unequivocal- 
ly that this nation’s meat supply is un- 
surpassed throughout the world and 
throughout history in  nutritiousness, 
wholesomeness and quality. Like other 
food groups, the livestock and meat in- 
dustry observes rigid standards of qual- 
ty and health in order to provide the 
consumer with products which are whole- 
some and palatable.” 


He said that organizations such as the 
American National Cattlemen’s Asso- 
ciation play a key role in maintaining 
this deep sense of responsibility for the 
public health and welfare in regard to 
the production of the nation’s meat 
supply. 


“Helping the faddists get a firm bite 
on the American public is the fact that 
the layman has been exposed to a pre- 
ponderant amount of alarmist and scare- 
type material both written and spoken 
on such subjects as diet, obesity, and 
heart disease, with the emphasis on sen- 
sationalism rather than on accurate in- 
terpretation,” Mr. Neumann said. “Add- 
ing to the confusion are the many mis- 
leading claims made in television com- 
mercials and other advertisements for 
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pills, patent medicines and some foods.” 

He noted that the Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration is taking a closer look at 
the unfounded claims being made in be- 
half of some foods and patent medicines. 
He called this a step in the right direc- 
tion in protecting the public’s health and 
pocketbook. 


NEW TRI-STATE ASSOCIATION 
One of the most active newly organ- 

ized Angus associations can be found at 

Miami in Ottawa county, Oklahoma. 

The recently organized association in- 
cludes names of northeastern Oklahoma, 
southeastern Kansas and southwestern 
Missouri on its membership rolls, Over 
30 members put their names on the 
charter roll. 

R. B. “Rege” Walker of Afton was 
named the association’s first president, 
Sam Fullerton III of Sunbeam Angus 
Farm, Miami, vice-president, and C. O. 
Ballentine of Miami, secretary-treasurer, 
A board of directors was selected from 
various areas represented by members 
in the association, 

Earl Dugger of Angus Valley Farm 
near Tulsa and president of the Okla- 
homa Angus Association, Bennie Scott 
of Broken Arrow and Phil Ljungdahl of 
Miami assisted with the organization 
meeting. 

Among plans for improving the Angus 
cattle in the area is a monthly meeting 
of association meeting at members’ 
farms each month, Problems on live- 
stock management and breeding and re- 
lated fields will be a part of the meet- 
ings. Ottawa county agent J. D. Blake- 
more and Harry Synar of Northeastern 
Oklahoma A. and M., college will help 
with program arrangement. 

The June 15 meeting of the associ- 
ation is slated to be held at the C. T. 
Angus Ranch east of Miami, just prior 
to their cow and calf sale. 

According to association president 
Walker, this is the first Angus associ- 
ation to be formed in the three-state 
area and that the association is drawing 
interest of purebred Angus breeders. 
Several of the members of the Miami 
group have also joined the state associ- 
ation, he reported.

Says Nitrogen 


Use Decreases 


Nutritional Value Of Grasses 


Nitrogen fertilization of forages used 
as pasture or hay will decrease the nu- 
tritional value of the feed, a Colorado 
State University scientist has found. 

Dr. C. D,. Story, associate animal hus- 
bandman with the Colorado Agricultural 
Experiment Station, told ranchers at- 
tending Beef Cattle Producers Day that 
nitrogen fertilized hay does not provide 
as good a feed for cattle as pasture or 
hay that has not been fertilized. 

Dr. Story also questioned if there is 
always a greater net return in dollars 
from beef produced on nitrogen fertil- 
ized forage, despite the fact that fertili- 
zation will increase grass yields 14%, 2 
or even 3 times and that more beef can 
be produced per acre. He said research 
at two other universities confirmed CSU 
studies that animals fed nitrogen fer- 
tilized hay do not make as high gains as 
those fed unfertilized hay. 

“IT am not recommending that fertili- 
zation practices be discontinued,” he 
emphasized, “but ranchers should 
realize that the nutritional value of fer- 
tilized forages is sacrified. There is 
some factor in nitrogen fertilized hay 


that depresses bacterial fermentation.” 

The goal at CSU, Dr. Story added, is 
to find this inhibitor and to correct it 
by “proper fertilization,” curing or stor- 
age practices, or by supplementation if 
needed, 

“In view of the tremendous increase 
in the use of nitrogen fertilizer on not 
only hay and pasture crops, but also on 
grain crops, we feel this problem may 
have many implications,” he added, 

Dr. Story showed results of five ex- 
periments comparing fertilized and non- 
fertilized hays. Cattle fed non- 
fertilized hay consistently outgained 
those fed nitrogen fertilized hay by .09 
to .31 of a pound per day. In one 255- 
day test, cattle fed the non-fertilized hay 
averaged 80 pounds more than those fed 
the nitrogen hay. 

A University of Tennessee study 
showed non-fertilized pastures produced 
average daily gains of 1.27 pounds, 207 
pounds of beef per acre with a slaugh- 
ter value of $17.76 per hundredweight, 
and returned $16.07 per acre after all 
costs. Nitrogen fertilized pastures pro- 
duced an average daily gain of 1.11

showed a loss of $4.43 per acre after 
costs were deducted. Researchers said 
the cattle from'fertilized pastures had a 
rough appearance and less finish. 

In a 140-day winter grazing test at 
the University of Tennessee, scientists 
found that average daily gains were 62 
percent higher on the non-fertilized hay. 
Cattle on nitrogen fertilized pastures 
had rough hair coats, lacked finish and 
were appraised at $2.23 per hundred- 
weight below the other cattle. 

Similar results were obtained at the 
University of Minnesota where 125 
pounds of beef per acre was produced on 
non-fertilized hay, which was valued at 
$52.08. On nitrogen fertilized hay, beef 
production rose to 207 pounds per acre, 
but the value was $42.96 per acre after 
fertilizer costs were deducted. 

At CSU, Dr. Story also has conducted 
hay studies with the artificial rumen. 
He found greater gas production from 
non-fertilized hay than from nitrogen 
hay. Gas production in the artificial 
rumen indicates bacterial fermentation 
or digestibility. 

Dr. Story also found that the factor in 
nitrogen-fertilized hay that depresses 
bacterial fermentation is not found in 
some species of grasses.
